Gov. Olson's Illness 
To Keep Him Out Of 
Capitol “Several Weeks”

SACRAMENTO ‘(tP)—Administra-~- 
tion of the state government be- 
came an increasingly important sub- 
ject today as it appeared that the 
collapse of Gov. Culbert Olson would 
prevent him from actively working 
in the Capitol for several wecks. 

Formation of an unofficial cab- 
inet seemed the logical outcome as 
legislators and state officials dis- 
cussed the best way of keeping the 
wheels running smoothly. It was ex- 
pected that Richard Olson, eldest 
son and private secretary to the 
governor, and H. Dewey Anderson. 
state relief administrator, would be 
the key figures in the new setup. 

Young Olson has taken the ini- 
tiative in handling his father’s af- 
fairs since Olson went to the hos- 
pital Saturday after collapsing at 
the ianugurai barbecue only a few 
hours after freeing Tom Mooney. 
Anderson has worked closely with 
the governor since his election, par- 
ticularly on budget matters. 

The “regency committee” would 
be unable to perform any official 
acts but would act as a Steering 
committee.

A main runway length 
of approximately 8500 feet is pus 
sible on the present site. This site 
is now under option by the county. 

The site is adjacent to the State 
Highway near Meyers, on the flats 
west of that place. The new 95 acic 
station of the U.S. Forest Ser\- 
ice is immediately bordering the 
field, and the port will offer op- 
portunity in utilizing their aircraft 
in forest fire. and administrative 
work. Being on the designated mili- 
tary highway between the Bay re- 
gion and the naval ammunition dc- 
pot at Hawthorne, Nevada, govern- 
ment planes will be certain to avail 
themselves of the facility. Already 
a large group of southern Califor- 
nia air-minded people who have 
planes, and summer at. the lake.

COUNTY BUYS 
FAIR OTE 


17 Acres Near Clark’s 
Corners Purchased 
From Loren D. Forni 


Action consummating the pur- 
chase of 17.31 acres of land near 
Clarks Corners for a county fair 
site was taken by the Board of Su- 
pervisors at a special meeting on 
Tuesday morning. 

The purchase price was $2,596.50. 

Members of the board explained 
that the money would probably be 
advanced by the county, but that 
the amount will be paid to the 
county by the state and will ac- 
tually come from the county’s share 
in the fair fund created by the state 
out of earnings on pari-mutuel bet- 
ting, so that the investment is at no 
cost, to the county. 

Acquisitiot of the site was sought 
last summer in the hope that the 
new location might be available for 
the 1938 county fair. However, thé 
proposal failed to materialize. 

The site, it was announced, has 
the approval of the state Depart- 
ment of Finance through which the 
pari-mutuel funds are disbursed 
and it is expected that the financial 
end of the transaction will be con- 
cluded without a hitch. 

The tract is on the left of the 
highway as one drives westerly 
along U. S. 30 from Placerville and 
is approximately 150 yards westerly 
from the location known as Clark’s 
Corners. 

There is a pending PWA applica- 
tion for the improvement of vari- 
ous county sites which, if granted, 
will provide some funds for the im- 
provement of the newly acquired 
acreage. The location is satisfac- 
tory to the fair directors who 
have pointed out that its position, 
adjoining the highway and also a 
county read which leads into lower 
Main street, will help materially in 
the handling of automobile traffic 
at such times as fairs or other pub- 
lic events are held there. 


County Leases 
Lotus Tract 


Agreement On Site For 
Storage Of Road Machines 
Approved By Supervisors 


By action of the Board of Super- 
visors Tuesday morning, the county 
has entered into a lease with 
Charles Hines, of Lotus, for an 
acreage near the center of the town- 
site one hundred fifty feet square, 
to be used as a storage headquar- 
ters for the county equipment in 
Road District Four. 

Motion to execute the lease was 
put by Supervisor P. J. Hall ana 
was seconded by Supervisor C. E. 
Green. 

Terms of the lease are for $12.50 
to pay up to July 1, 1939 follow- 
ing which there will be an annual 
rental fee of $25 per year, payable 
out of the Road District Four fund. 
The lease provides that the county 
may erect buildings on the property 
to house the equipment and may, 
upon termination of the lease, re- 
move such buildings.

the pockets of a pair of trousers 
upon arrival, but as soon as the 
trousers wear out they do not buy 
new ones, but inuvest instead in 
a brightly colored gee-string. As 
the average American tends to feel 
deshabille ‘on the street without a 
pair of pants, so the Igorot never 
gets used to being without his gee- 
string — even though his naked- 
ness is covered with trousers. 

Since the latter will not easily 
accommodate the gee-string as in- 
ner lingerie, the Igorot usually 
solves the problem by discarding the 
pants. 

One of the few on whom “mod- 
ernization” has really taken — at 
least among the mountain-dwelling 
Bontocs—is Dr. Hilary Clapp. He 
is, incidentally, one of the most re- 
markable physicians in the world, 
for as a full-blooded Igorot child, 
he bridges, in himself, the several 
thousand years of human develop-
